Acheson Says Soviet Empire - Building Must Be Stopped

Facing an etonomy-mindcd 
Congress, Acheson 
said 
that 
America and its allies must be 
made militarily 
s t r o n g to 
thwart 
Soviet 
aggression 
at 
any point in the world, lie ad­ 
ded: 
“This means that we have 
to hold, if possible, against its 
drives wherever they may be 
made. To hold means to hold 


against armed attack. 
“ It equally means to hold 
against internal attack, which 
is the new weapon added to 
the Russian 
arsenal by 
the 
Communists.” 
This, he said, is “the chal­ 
lenge our foreign policy is re­ 
quired to m eet.” 
Canvassing other aspects of 
I'. S. foreign policy, Acheson 
made these points: 
I. The U* S. is continuing to 


seek an “ adjustment” of the 
Rritish-lranian oil dispute.

Best, checking over reports 
from the Ohio Experim ent Sta­ 
tion near Wooster, said the 
new race of smut probably did 
not originate in Ohio,

neighboring states.

Davidson, 
plant disease specialist, as 
de­ 
claring that “Ohio farm ers face 
the problem of getting smut-free 
w heat for the coming season.” 
C. A. Lam b, experim ent 
sta­ 
tion agronomist, said the situa­ 
tion is m ore serious because ail 
varieties now 
growing in 
the 
state 
are 
susceptible 
to 
the 
sm ut. He said percentage of in­ 
fection is greater 
than 
it has 
been during the last 20 years. 


HOT 
WATER 
TREATMENT 
and producing resistant varieties 
are controls of loose smut. D a­ 
vidson said, however, hot w ater 
trea tm e n t requires u n u s u a l 
equipm ent and creates a drying 
problem . 
F o r the im m ediate future, he 
advised fa rm ers to select and 
use seed with less than one per­ 
cent of sm utted 
heads in this 
y e a r ’s crop. Such selection m ay 
keep infection*of the 1952 crop at 
a level low enough to prevent 
serious cuts in yields. 
B utler is infected less than 
other w heat varieties this year, 
but Davidson said this probably 
is because of escape rather than 
resistance. G row ers can not ex­ 
pect Butler to rem ain free of 
sm ut. 
Until agronom ists and patholo­ 
gists
